In the bidding you will notice that 
Kravatz’ partner bid two spades 
even though he held only three 
spades. The hand was entirely too 
strong to sign off at one no trump, 
and too weak to bid uo-trump. It 
was not the type of hand on which 
you would want to bid two diamonds, 

The better players often support 
svith__only__three_of__partner's__suit. 
After all, while your partner. is 
allowed to bid a four-eard suit he 
docs not always have only four. If 
he docs, he can show it by bidding 
two no trump as Kravatz did on this 
hand. : :

Now York, Mar. 30.—Mr Henry. 


L. Stimson, former American Sccrc- 
tary of War, sugested to President 
Truman. at the Potsdam conference 
In'the summer of 1045 that the secret 
of ‘the atomic bomb might be used 
as a lever to democratlse “Russia's 
secret police state.” 

The proposal, which Mr Stimson 
discarded a few months Inter as un- 
feasible, was disclosed {nthe final 
instalment of the former War Sccre~ 
tary’s memoirs published in the 
Ladies’ Home Journol today. 

It was made before Mr Stlmson 
had come to the conclusion that no 
world ‘organisation containing © 
“pollee state” oculd give “effective 
control of this new agency with its 
devastating possibilities.” . . 

Later. Mr Stimson sent President 
Truman o memorandum containing 
an alternative ‘proposal for a direct 
approach to Russin “by America 
backed by Britnin, but outside any 
grouping | of ‘nations—to seek oan 
agreement on atous bomb control, 

In his memoirs, entitled “Timea of 
Peril,"| Mr Stimson said: “Stolin 
expressed a vigorous and disturbing 
Interest Jn sccuring, Sovict:.bases In 
the Mediterranean and In other orens 
wholly outside the sphere of normal 
Tusslan Interest.” : 


Direct Approach 

Mr Stimson felt it was not possible 
to use the possession of the atomic 
bomb ‘'ns o direct lever to produce 
the ehange.” He proposed a_direct 
approach to Russiz by the United 
States, backed by Britain, but out- 
sido any grouping of nations, to seek 
an agreement on atom bomb control, 
His suggestion was not adopted,
